Claims 15-17, 23, 24 and 27-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lapeyre (U.S. Patent 4,170,281). 

Lapeyre shows in Figure 18 an endless belt 47 whose ends are connected together 
along a locus of at least two points via depressions 49. The points are mated together 
and a slideable clamp 46 latches the belt ends together. 

Re claim 16, shown are a pair of cooperative guiding structures suitably arranged to 
guide the clip as it is slid into place. 

Re claim 17, depressions 49 are located across from one another to fixedly establish 
the relative positions of the two belt ends. 

Re claim 23, the shown clip is a slideable resilient clamp for fixedly attaching the two 
belt ends together. 

Re claim 24, the clamp locks the clamping surface against the attachment point. 

Re claim 27, a polymeric material is anticipated by Lapeyre. 

Re claim 28, at least a round shape is shown. 

Re claim 29, as per claim 17 rejection. 

Claim 25 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Applicant's arguments with respect to claims rejected have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
